very much better, If they are 
wise, they will perhaps undergo 
some discomfort, though, apart 
from an enhanced happiness which 
will be the outward result of thelr 
strivings, you may not notice any 
very obvious difference in thelr 
habits; for though grent fssues 
are {nvolved, they ore questions of 
principle and not mere oxternals, 

Béfore a ship leaves on a deop- 
fen voynge she spends no tediously 
long time travelling in circles, 
while swinging the compasa by 
which she Ss going to stecr, Paint. 
roat, riveta, the thousand and one 
chances of ,ordinary usage, none 
of them perhaps very spectacular, 
have combined to throw the com- 
pass out of true. 

Compnass-Swinging 

All of us, of any Intelligence 
whatever, fitted ourselves with 
compasses before we set anil upon 
the high seas of life. As we camo 
to the threshold of adolescence 
we dissected the whole universo. 
from God downwards, and: thought 
out a remoulding of {t nearer to 
our heart's desire. 

We decided what was really 
worth aiming for, what our scale 
of values was going to be; and 
though mahy of our Ideas now 
seem o trifle crude, many of us 
have found them materially sat{s- 
factory. Others of us have had 
occasion, at some Inter period, to 
change and recreate our scheme 
of things. . 

However, even. though we 
have our final scale of values and 
have evolved a satisfactory compass 
by which to steer, there comes the 
need for a periodic overhaul, for 
compass-swinging. Everyday life 
ealls for a multitude of quick 
decisions.. There {fs no time - for 
reasoning from first principles 
every time; Instend we trust to 
instinct and experfence. One thing 
leads to another; {mperceptibly 
habits are formed; and in the end, 
like the bent and bearded railway- 
man, asked why he went along 
tapping the wheels, we really 
“don't know’ why we do the com- 
monest, things; In fact we find 
ourselves {n conflict with our 
orlginal , iIntentlons. 

The season of Lent Is, therefore, 
our chance of compass-nwinging, 
only instead of dealing with 
magnets, we have to concern our- 
selves with values and motives, 
We-may make our corrections in

Civilisation stands toxlay in 
the same wilderness. We find our- 
selves possessed of a power. which 
even a thousand years ago would 
have been thought superhuman. 

One 
man ean Jaunch a torpedo ‘that 
can sink a battleship; or release 
an aerlal bomb to wipe out a town. 
Quickly as we can produce wealth, 
we can squander it even more 
quickly. 

How are we going to use this 
power? The alternatives remain 
the same, however much the ma- 
terial expressions may vary, for 
self or unself.. We-can use our 
machines to enrich the few, put-

vation and want, or to create 
leisure and a higher standard of 
living for all. We can use them 
to make engines of destruction 
for battering out of existence In 
the shortest. possible time human 
life and property, or for creating 
things of beauty and usefulness

ITALIANS CAPTURE. 


_- AMBA ALAGI — 
LAST OBJECTIVE BEFORE -

; Rome, Yesterday. 

A communique from Marshal Badoglio an- 
nounces the capture of the summit of Amba .

GOOD EXPORT TRADE 
BEING DONE 


(From Our Own Correspondent} 


Canton, Yesterday. 


Shameen firms have been doing 
better export business during the 
past four weeks owing to the 
higher value of the Hong Kong 
dollar. The Premium for this cur- 
|rency has remained at 47 cents to 
the dollar, and this rate is very 
favourable for export trade. 


The high premium of the Hong 
Kong dollar means that local moncy 
is cheap, and in turn Chinese goods 
are becoming cheap. Thus, with 
sterling or American dollars, an 
exporter can buy more goods now 
than before, 

Most foreign firms here are do- 
ing export business and are bene- 
fitted by the low value of Canton 
currency. On. the other hand, im- 
porting merchants are hurt by the 
depreciation of the local dollar. 
Government newspapers express 
gratification that the managed cur- 
rency brings about more exports 
and less imports, but they do not 
realise that Canton has to depend 
a good deal on Imports ns neces- 
saries in all’ walks of life. ~~ 

It is Nkely that the premium on 
the Hong Kong dollar will rise a 
few more points owing to the clr- 
culation of many Governmerit 
banknotes. As aoon as the new 
banknotes are issued to merchants 
and Government offices, they are 
exchanged for Hong Kong notes 
needed for all kinds of business 
transactions. :

120 REBELS SURRENDER 
Later: A Rengo message from 
Tokyo states that 120 rebels sur- 
rendered immediately after the 
eviction order at 5.30 a.m. and re- 
turned to their barracks. Other 
groups followed until at 11,30 
only a few remnined in occupation 
of the two buildings. At present 
it Is not known whether the sur- 
render is unconditional. 
GEN. KASHII'S DECISION 

Later: A Rengo message, from 
Tokyo states that General Kashii 
announced that the officers and 
men participating {in the ‘coup 
would be treated as mutineers, An 
otservation balloon hovered ovor 
the rebels all the morning, bear 
ing a long streamer urging them 
to surrender...

A communique declares the de- 
sire of the authorities to avoid 
Sloodshed, which might poasibly 
be brought about by forceful mea- 
sures, a8 a renson for the delay 
in the suppression of the upris- 
ing. It adds that they were deal- 
ing with, a situation which might 
have entailed alarming conse- 
quences. {f. it were mishandled 
hy the army leader, who mani- 
fested paternal patience and dig- 
nificd courage, while the rebels 
yehaved in an orderly manner and 
refrained from an exodus from 
the nrea under their control.

HAT is this Card: Sense 
¥ which mony good playors 
are supposed to possess?. © 
: If-1 wore asked for a definition 
I would say: that it was composed 
of (a) ability to draw correct in-~ 
ferencos from the bidding, and 
(b) to cstimate accurately the 
trick-taking power of. the com- 
bined hands, and (c) possession 
of a memory which will enable 
you to count accurately during 
the play the fall of the cards’ in 
each suit. ; 

All. theso important. factors 
involve counting, and whon any 
playor tells me he docs not bother 
about counting, which is an ab- 
solutely: essential: feature both in 
the bidding and In tho play of a 
hand, then I must admit I om at 
a loss to know how he. expects to 
succeed. 

All well-known systems intro- 
duce some method of counting. 
For example the Approach Forc- 
ing. Tactics .of Mr. , Culbertson 
deal with quick tricky—-honour 
tricks—and a distributional count 
for playing tricks; that {s to say, 
valuation: of - singletons, double- 
tons, and Trump support in 
Dummy, and the vaiue of long 
cards in side suita, etc. 

The Losing Trick count ad- 
vocated by Mr. Courtenay and 
Colonel Walshe determines the 
value of o hand by ‘counting the 
number of losing tricks—not the 
winning tricks. 

fn my system, I count winning 
tricks, but I give each trick a 
numerical value of three points, 

If you oxamine these three sys- 
tems carefully you will find that 
basically there is very Vittle varia- 
tion In the assessment of honours 
and distributional value. 

Bidding systems may vary: con- 
siderably and their inventors may 
have thelr own opinions as ‘to 
whether a Two-bid in ao suit 
should indicate a.very. strong 
hand, and demand that the bid- 
ding should not cease. until s 
Game call has been reached, or 
whether a Two-bid in ao suit 
should merely indicate ao hand 
which will produce six to soven 
tricks, without any proviso .that 
the partner is compelled to keep 
the bidding open on a tricklesr 
hand.

HONG KONG AND THE NEW 


ATURDAY afternoon, 

ary 22, was a very, pleasant 
afternoon. in the New Territories, 
whatever it may haye been like in 
Hong Kong. dt was fine, o triflo 
too warm perhaps for February, 
and‘the sun shono for a part of 
the time, We walked from Shatin 
along tho south-eastern shore of 
ido Cove to the valley which 
lends to Turret Pass. Wo cxplor- 
ed the woods in tho vicinity of the 
villages of Tai Lam Ltu and Wong 
Nef Tau. (War Offica Map No. 
16 26:65). The walk along the 
shore of Tide Cove with the sea 
on our loft, going, and paddy and 
cultivated fields on our right gave 
opportunities for 
birds. In all wo saw 38 apocics, 
which was not o bad effort for thé 
district. . 

Shore birds included a flock of 
Little Egrets, two Fukien Pond 
Herons, a Black-capped Kingfisher 
(both White-breastcc and Little 
wero also seen): and a Collared 
Crow. Birds of the cultivated 
fictds included the common specics 
of Bulbul, Wagtail, Pipit, Magpie 
and Mynah. Birds of the valley 
Included a flock of Crested Bunt- 
ings, Grey-headed Bunting, Stone- 
chat, Daurian Redstart and 
Japanese Robin Flycatcher. 
Swallows And Robins . 

Tho first swallows of the year 
were noticed and others were scen 
on the next day in Pokfulam. This 
fs the first summer visitor observ- 
ed this yenr. No migratory 
thrushes were seen,’ though - two. of 
the resident Violet Whistling 
Thrush were disturbed. In a 
wood by a stream near the village 
of Wong Nei Tau we looked care- 
fully for robina, So far we have 
only seen them in the Ping Shan 
district at the west alde of tho 
Colony. The locality seemed ideal, 
a small wood near o village, tall 
trees, clumps of bamboos, under- 
growth, not too dense, and ‘o tor- 
rent close by. We advanced up 
the stream from rock to rock, the 
nolse of the falling water masking 
the sounds of our movements. I 
suggested that tho locality seemed 
ideal for robins and within a 
minute one was seen. It was 
perched on a atone in the stream 
and-was focing.ua; the patches of 
orange chestnut on tho aides of 
tho breast were very promihent. 
“Blue-tail,” 1 whispered. The'bird 
Kindly flew into a bush and turn- 
ed its back on us, showing very 
clearly tho blue tail and brownish 
upper parts characteristic of the 
female ‘Bluc-tail. One, two, or 
more other robins were seen in 
the immediate vicinity but ‘they 
were very shy and wo failed to get 
moro than .glimpacs insufficient ‘to 
determine the. species, Probably 
they were also Blue-tails, but one 
may have been 9 female Ruby 
Throat. .
